Each year there is a finer list of 
garden peas from which to select 
The name “pea” is a contraction 
of the word pisum, the botanical 
term which is said to have been de­ 
rived from the ancient Greek city of 
Pisa in Italy, w ritten by the Greeks 
also Peson— in other words, the veg­ 
etable of Pisa. Pliny, in his natural 
history, says th at peas were known 
2,000 years before Christ and that 
the Aryans were 
responsible 
for 
their introduction into Europe. 
An­ 
tony ai.d Cleopatro, on the advice of 
their physician, ate peas for medi­ 
cinal purposes and so this may be 
considered the greatest antiquity in 
the vegetable garden. 
The smooth seeded pess are the 
ones to put In for the earliest of all 
crops for they will defy the vreather 
and germinate under conditions of 
wet and cold which rot the wrinkled 
varieties. The smooth seeded varie­ 
ties of which Alaska and Maud S. 
are typical .lack the sweetnss of the 
wrinkled kinds, but are prolific and 
fine if gathered when young. 
If al­ 
lowed to approach m aturity 
they 
lose their flavor, 
Select the richest, mellowest and 
most moisture retaining section of 
your 
garden, although 
sogginess 
should be avoided for the pea patch 
and let it have all the sun there is. 
The foliage of the pea will stand 
quite a frost without damage, 
but 
the bio soms will n o t 
It has been 
found that peas do not take kindly 
to too fresh stable manure, so it is 
best to give them well rotted fertil­ 
izer. 
The nitrogen Inoculation, the 
culture for which is sold cheaply by 
nearly all dealers, 
helps 
to 
give 
them the speedy, tender growth es­ 
sential to the production of a bounti­ 
ful crop. 
Most gardeners make the mistake 
of planting peas too thickly—the old- 
fashioned way. 
An inch apart will 
give lustier vines with a correspond­ 
ingly heavier yield. 
The depth to 
plant should be regulated 
by 
the 
quality of the soil and the size of 
the seed. 
The lighter the soil, the 
deeper the pees should be planted, 
while an inch is the limit in heavy 
clay soil.

dogs doing their bit for all countries 
especially in Belgium, wrhere they 
hauled machine guns. 
“Never in the history of mankind,** 
he continued, “have animals played 
so great a part in the protection of 
civilization. 
Even the work of the 
mascots, keeping

morale and 
cheerfulness with a large number of 
troops in the field, was important** 
Canaries were used 
by the Ger­ 
mans to detect the presence of poi­ 
son gas, and homing pigeons valiant­ 
ly carried messages through shell­ 
fire, some times giving up their lives 
to deliver the messages, he declared.

NE April dayjp 1873 a party of 70 
soldiers commanded by Capt. Evan 
Thomas suddenly* found themselves 
In a death trap,in the lava beds of 
northern California. 
Within a few 
minutes the murderous fire from a hid­ 
den enemy had disabled more than 
half of the command. 
As suddenly as the Indian fire had 
begun, it stopped and the survivors 
heard a voice shiouting to them: “You 
who are not dead had better go home; 
we don’t want to kill you all in one 
day!” It was the voice of Scar Face 
Charley, tlm leader of a Modoc war 
párty. 
With a force of only 21 war­ 
riors he had killed 32 and wounded 18 
of the 
soldiers. 
Wearied 
of 
the 
slaughter, he allowed the remainder 
to escape. 
Afterwards he said: “My 
heart was sick at seeing so many men 
killed.” 
The career of Scar Face Charley 
(Chikchikam Lupalkuelatko—“Wagon 
Scar Faced”), called the “Leonidas 
of the Lava Beds,” in the Modoc war, 
was one of strange contrasts. At the 
opening of the conflict he had visited 
the homes of many settlers and, warn­ 
ing them that war was coming, told 
them to stay quietly in their homes and 
the Modocs would not moloet them. He 
had fired the opening gun of the war 
when soldiers “jumped 
the Modoc 
camp in November. 1S72. 
When Captain Jack, the chief, want­ 
ed to make peace C harley was one cf 
the warriors w*ho taunted him and 
forced him to continue fighting. Then 
he protested against the murder of 
G eneral Can by and Doctor Thomas 
calling It “unw orthy of the heart of 
a Modoc.” 
When he saw that the 
Modoc cause w as hopeless he sur­ 
rendered to tl ‘ m ilitary and enlisted 


as a scout. 
One night Black Jim and Curly- 
Headed Doctor, two of the most war­ 
like Modocs, denounced him as a trai­ 
tor and threatened to kill him. Walk­ 
ing over to the fire and standing there 
in the full blaze of the burning loga 
he said: “Men, put on some more wood 
for I want Black Jim and the Doctor 
to have a good light to shoot me by.” 
His bluff was not called. 
Charley continued in the service of 
the soldiers until they had run Captain 
Jack to earth. 
When the chief and 
five others were tried before a military 
court for murdering the peace com­ 
missioners, he was one of the wit­ 
nesses who spoke most earnestly in be­ 
half of the condemned men. 
At the close of the Modoc war Char­ 
ley with his people as military prison­ 
ers were deported to Oklahoma where 
the “Wagon Scarfaced” died Decem­ 
ber 3, 1806.
